Applicant proposes to file Notice of Appeal. In the mean time applicant proposes to further amend the generic claim to 
read as —A method for the abortive treatment of acute migraine headache in a subject, the method comprising 
administering to the subject having a migraine headache an effective intravenous valproate such that abortive 
treatment of an acute migraine occurs—. Applicant's representatives argues that it is the route of administration, that is 
the intravenous administration, that distinguishes over the prior art. Examiner proposes to consult with a primary 
examiner to discuss the proposed amendment and allowability of the claims. A telephone call was placed to attorney 
Debra Milasincic after consulatation with the SPE, Thurman Page. Attorney Milasincic is informed that lines 16 and 17 
of page 3 of the specification, where a specific dosage is disclosed contains subject matter that may be allowable. 
Attorney Milasincic states that it is not the dose that distinguishes but the route of administration. Further, the skilled 
artisan would not intravenously administer valproic acid, which is an epileptic drug, to treat acute migraine headache 
without the instant specification. Attorney Milasincic states that the office used hindsight in the rejection of the instant 
claims and that the Welch reference uses Valproate to prevent migraines and not to treat or abortively treat migraines. 
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
